Tobacco: consists of the leaves and stalk 
of a plant. charged with an uroma purify. 
ing. sustaining. exhilarating, and fragrant to 
the human being. Like tho aronin of a. rose, 
this-aroma should be inkeled in the form 
of cool vapour “by the human ‘nose. The 
chewor, like the cab-borse, cats the leaves and 
stalk. He uses the tobacco at the right tempara-

and stalk to powder, and pata it into hia nose 
Ho uses tho tobacoo at the right temparture aad 
puta it into the right place, but conv:

bacon into the right form, but puts it at a wrong 
temporature into a wrong place. The cigarette 
amnker blends the filthy ragaand othar materials 
out of which paper ia made with the tobacco. 
‘Tho pips smoker puta his tobsoco into a ro- | 
ceptacle whioh ig used for an indefinite time, is 
very difflenlt toolean, and tends to produce 
cancer of the tongue and lips. Moreovar. iu all 
forms of amoking the tabacod baoomes eaturated: 

This seams to ie 
almost prisonons, It fa ‘this which canses 
the lower half of a amoked cigar, ‘if left ona: 
table ‘fora fow hours, to bevome indescribably 
rank, It ia this which makea tho smoke of 
tobsoco in a foul. pipe noxious, and the.
